The American Minister — Protection —

Lonpon, Saturday, Feb. 27, 1869. 

The American Minister, in his grand and 
triumphant progress through Great Britain, has 
got as far as Manchester. Here, in the Lowell of 
England, he was received with the usual compli- 
mentary addresses,and partook of the custom- 
ary banquet. His speeciits improve, if anything, 
and those he made at Manchester were greeted 
with extraordinary enthusiasm. Mr. JOHNSON is 
certain that there can never, never be war 
between two people so friendly to each 
ether as those of England and America. War is 
entirely too horrible a thing—especially with 
those captures and destructions of private prop- 
erty’ which Mr. VERNON Harcourt wishes

PROTECTION. 

The associated Chambers of Commerce have 
been discugsing this sore subject of protection in 
Canada, Australia, New-Zealand and the United 
States, A very sore subject it is.

TAXATION STATISTICS. 

Beside the Irish Church settlement, Parliament 
‘will - be a good deal occupied on taxstion. The 
land groans under heavy taxes. More than a 
hundred millions of dollars in gold are levied 
upon land in local taxes, from which other kinds 
of property are free. This drives capital from 
agriculture, causes millions of acres to lie waste,

The Times finds a startling fact. in the returns 
of.the Registrar-General of. the bills of mor- 
tality—the death rate of various towns in the 
Kingdom. The average rate in London is about 
twenty-four .ina thousand. This London, how- 
ever, includes all the open and healthy sub- 
urbs, an. area of some ten miles radius from 
Charing Cross.. If some. districts are taken, the 
figures are very different. They would be found 
to vary from twenty to forty in. one thousand. 
Manchester is about thirty. This means that in 
Manchester 3,000 persons die every year of pre- 
ventable diseases; die, whom proper sanitary 
measures would let live; die of the ignorant or 
criminal neglect of the local authorities or care- 
takers. And were Manchester as large as Lon- 
don, the excess of its mortality would be 100,000 
persons a year. But there was no need to go to 
Manchester. In London the needless annual mor- 
tality—the victims of filth, of bad air, bad food, 
bad conditions, of poverty and misery, may be 
counted by thousands. In all England the lower 
classes do not live half as long asthe upper 
classes. A certain number of Englishmen are 
born to length of days, riches and honors, and a 
certain number are just as surely born for 
obscurity, poverty and premature death.

Two thousand pale and 
miserable little starvelings at the Seven Dials, 
half of whem will die m five years, and half of 
the rest in ten, were born and must live, and 
still more surely die “in that condition in hfe to 
which it had pleased Previdence to call them,”— 
and the greed, ignorance and negligence of man 
to keep them.

Legislative Proceedings—The Committee 
eon the Constitution—Keforms in the 
Tarif—The Candidate for the Throne. 

From Our Own Oorrespondent. 
MADRID, Wednesday, March 3, 1969. 
On Monday another meeting of the Depnu- 
ties, composing the legislative majority, was held 
ln the hall of the Senate. The proceedings 
lasted from 9 in the evening until 3 in the 
morning and were of great importance. The re- 
union which was presided over by Sefior Can- 
TERO, One of thé Vice-Presidents of the Chamber, 


in regard to the appointment of a Committee of 
Internal Organization and of the Budget for the 
Assembly. Second, to agree on the nomination 
of another committee to be charged with the 
elaboration of the Constitution and to decide 
whether this Committee should be named directly 
by the Cortes. Third, to come to an understand- 
ing as to the manner in which the question of the 
ferm of Government should be put to the Cortes, 
and fourthly as to what was expedient to be done 
in regard to certain propositions deposited in the 
burean of the Assembly, the principal of which 
was that fresh elections should take place 
wherever there was a vacancy, whether it was 
the result of a double election or from any other 
cause. There were also propositions relative to 
two other Committees, that of the Reglement of 
the Assembly and that of Accounts. 

The meeting appointed a Committee of Selec- 
tion, and the sitting was interrupted for about an 
hour ad a half, when the Nominating Commit- 
tee returned with four lists, which were ap- 
proved of, 

A long discussion then, ensued on the sub- 
ject of the Committee on the Constitution. 
MM. Moret Y PRENDERGAST, BECERRA 
and Martos. demanded, in the name of the 
Democratic fraction of the majority, that the 
Committee should consist of fifteen or eighteen 
members, instead of nine. It was finally decided 
that the number should be fifteen; that they 
should be named: directly by the Chamber and 
voted sngly.) Some of the Deputies present 
expressed an earnest desire that the Republican 
minority should be represented in the Committee 
by atleast two or three members. This sugges- 
tion, it:will be seen, was not acted upon. The 
length to which the discussions were carried, 
and the personalities which ‘were indulged in, 
led ito sonie expressions of impatience on the 
part of the new Deputies, whe felt that their 
Parliamentary -mancétvres weré unworthy of 
the members of a Constituent Assembly, and of 
the great interests which they would have to 

Sefior BECERRA followed and offered a resolu- 
tion to the effect that the meeting regarded with 
satisfaction the acte of the Executive and the 
composition of the new Ministry. It was adopt- 
ed unanimously. i 


On the President’s reading the proposition of 
M. RIVERO, demanding that the form of Govern- 
ment should be the monarchy, M. Moret y 
PRENDERGAST moved an amendment that, when 
the Committee on the Constitution was appoint- 
ed, it should ask of the Assembly as the starting 
point of its labors that it should declare at once 
the form of Government. This would afford an 
opportunity for a full discussion of the question. 
This resolution was adopted and the meeting 
mediately after broke up. .

The principle, however, will not 
be departed from. The Commission has décided

Fears are expressed that the Cataloni- 
ans will make nse of these facts to 
cause trouble to the Government, for they 
Tegard these free tradé projects as entailing 
ruin on their Province, and great excitement un- 
questionably prevails there on the subject.

As regards his verse, which the people 
of the last two centuries thought rough and bar- 
barous, it is really as musical as any other in our 
diterature. It is only necessary. to remember 
that the old ending vowels were formerly sound- | 
ed in English poetry as they are at present in 
_French, Italian and .other languages. Read 
properly, CHavomR’s lines. are. perfect: One of 
them is: 
“ Upon the smale, softe, swete grass.” 

_ Phis, read in our modern way, is very stubby 
‘poetry. Pronounced in the old English way, it 
is a very beautiful and happy verse... The harsh, 
rough tendency of .the Northern. throat de- 
molished the harmony of . our. poetry... Our 
_prosers, and then our poets, began to.clip.and 
dock, and throw away all. those charming ele- 
‘ments of musical soun®, the vowels, that.once 

ded the closes of harmonious verse—as may 
be seen in many of the snatches of old songs im 
SHAKESPEARE, BuRNS and others. 

Following the portly and genial figure of 
CHAUCER, the poet of social realities, comes, at 
the distance of two turbulent centuries, the 
pallid and somewhat shadowy presence of Ep- 
MUND SPENSER, chanting in transcendent alle- 
gory and nictaphorical romance. And yet he 
had his sad realities, too, whether jin the crowd- 
ed ante-rooms of busy-plotting patrons or in the 
éolitude of his old castle in Desmond, soon te be 
“burnt over his head by those who, like the man- 
‘ful Maonmes of our day, did not want to see 
“their ancestral scats invaded by foreigners, His’ 
verse it accther iair’ monument. of language. 


eure to have “a good hold of the English lan- 
guage.” MILTON said that SPENSER was a better 
teacher than Duns Scorus or AQUINIAS, and the 
Methodist Joun WEsLEY advised his disciples to 
é@tudy the Faery Queene along with the Hebrew 
Bible and the Greek Testament—a course of Di- 
vinity whieh very few of our Methodist pastors 
now-a-days care to follow, very probably. 

After SPENSER comes SHAKESPEARE—a man 
with even leas biography than either his great 
forerunner or his contemporary ; the reason, of 
course, that he was a player and play- 
“wright, of an order of men held in low és 
tion, ranking little above the motileys and min- 
strels of the Middle Ages; and also that he wasa 
_pradent, retiring man of indomitable pride, who 
Worked mainly to get a gentlemanly independ- 
encé, though not unconecious that he was also 
working out something that the world would not 
willingly let die, He. had a wonderful play of 
brain, with a royal power over the English lan- 
guage, and at the same time.a resolute and plod- 
: industry to match thém—without which, 

never conld have. dorie so much or.so 
well. Like Soort, he seems to haye worn himself 
; and, curiously enough, his 
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brilliancy of style which has had-its day, and 
will never have any other. . 

Our authorees gives a very pleasant sketch of 
App1son—politest and happiest of ‘humoriste— 
and another of Dean Swirt, the other great rep- 
resentative wit of that age. Her version of 
Swirr is the popular, uncritical version of 
THACKERAY, MACAULAY and others who paint 
the picture in an exaggerated way, partly in 
prejudice and partly for the strong biographical 
effects which most ‘writers wish to produce. No 
eccentrie man goes"through the world ‘with im- 
punity. The Dean’s intellect was an extraordin- 
ary one. With the burlesque wit of ARisTo- 


PHANES, he suggested the farce of the “ Beggar's 


Opera ’—the title of which so clearly shows his 
hand—and wrote some parts of it. He advised 
“little Harris,” as he called him, to try hishand 
on a Sea-eclogue—a tarpaulin extravaganza with 
sailors’ jargon. He was always giving ADDISON 
and the rest ideas for periodical essays—all 
batirizing society, its fallacies and follies. It was 
from ‘one of his papers—a biography of an old 
Scottish Captain, which ‘he wrote in Ireland, to 
benefit the veteran—that Sir WALTER ScoTT got 
his fine character of Sergeant Bothwell in Old 
Mortality.. He was an etymologist and'a lover 
of old ‘books, and he very probably ‘helped 
Hager to make the celebrated collection of rare 
volumes: now at Oxford: It is certain that‘le 
got Hakizer, Sr. Jonny and others ‘to think of a 
Royal Academy of English literature, and he 
wrote a prospectus of it which they approved of. 
He would have had his Academy if the Guelphs 
had notcome in. He was a great adept in folk- 
lore, and had a love for archaic phrasés and old 
proverbs, of which he proposed to make a dic- 
tionary. In this connection there isa little cn- 
riosity of language, which may be mentioned for 
the amusement of the Noters and Querists. Itis 
this, that the term “Gulliver” means “ télicr 
of lies,” in the old British of Cornwall, which 
has long died out of use. It is very probable 
Swirt had become familiar with that phrase in 
some of his pedestrian journeys among the peas- 
antry, and left the joke at the head of his ‘book 
for the critics to see, if they could. Every one 
will pereeive that it isjust what the Dean would 
belikely todo. His natural bent was to litera- 
ture, its antiquities, amenities and curiosities, 
and one of his poems is an amussng translation 
from the Irish, giving an account of oné of the 
formidable banquete—those “workshops of 
war” as XesorHon calls them—which were 
spread in former days by the old chiefs of Ire- 
land. 


Following the biographies of the lazy THomsoN 
and the fastidious Gray, we have the doings of 
SAMUEL JouNSON which fill such a biographical 
space in that Middle Georgian era—a man whose 
intellectual qualities have been somewhat exag- 
gerated, and who owes half his celebrity to his 
good-natured historian, whe knew his worth and 
humanity. Indeed, Jomnson’s kind acts make 
the finest traits in his biography—such as carry- 

ng home one night in his arms, & poor sick wo- 
man whom he foundin the street, and: giving 
rooms in his house to half-a-dozen respectable 
poor persons, who sorely tried his patience. It 
was in the society of literary men that he put on 
his bearskin. He went among them to talk, and 
talk with him meant controversy after the old 
scholastic fashion. His age was very unlike ours 
in that respect..
